A strict censorship prohibited 
distribution of printed news

developments in Manchuria. 
Several additional Russian officials 
have been arrested and deported since 
the Soviet ultim atum was issued to 
China.

ZERO HOUR NEARS FOR

Moscow, July 16 
Russia's patriotic 
fervor rose to a high pitch today as 
the zero hour approached for the ex­ 
piration of the Soviet Union's three- 
day ultimatum to the Ctiinese govern- 
meht at Nanking. 
The ultim atum which was prompted 
by C hina’s seizure 
of 
the 
Chinese 
E astern railway in M anchuria domin­ 
ated 
all 
thought 
and 
conversation 
throughout the far-flung Soviet Union. 
And most of the citizens minced no 
words in dem anding th a t the govern­ 
m ent take a firm stand in its con­ 
troversy with the far eastern repub­ 
lic. 
“We do not want war, but we are 
ready to leave our plants and fac­ 
tories and take up arm s in defense of 
our proletarian fatherland,” was the 
burden of thousands of speeches, reso­ 
lutions and editorials here and in the 
provinces throughout the Russias. 
Scores of parades were held here 
and elsewhere against C hina’s seizure 
of the railway. 
Tens of thousands of 
paraders m arched through the streets, 
sang revolutionary songs, repeated the 
allegiance to the government, and de­ 
nounced the Chinese “imperialists.” 
N otw ithstanding the bellicose reso­ 
lutions and the anxiety of certain of 
the elem ents that Russia send troops 
to recover the disputed 
railway, 
it 
was uncertain here today w hether the 
Soviet governm ent would dispatch its 
arm ies to try to recapture the road. 


MANCHURIA HOLDS FAST TO 
CTIINESE EASTERN ROAD 


Shanghai, July 16. 
M anchuria con­ 
tinued to assum e complete control of 
the Chinese E astern railway today in 
spite of the Soviet ultim atum to the 
Mukden and Nanking 
governments, 
according to reports reaching 
here 
from Harbin. 
The reports added the Chinese were 
proceeding with the ousting of all So­ 
viet officials from their posts in the 
railway 
organization 
including 
the 
southern 
section 
of the line. 
The 
western branch, the 
reports 
stated, 
was being patrolled by Chinese troops 
in arm ored cars. 
At the sam e time it was learned 
th a t in spite of the three-day 
time 
limit which Russia placed upon its 
ultim atum , the Chinese 
governm ent 
probably will make no reply until F ri­ 
day. 
The governm ent of China generally 
displayed a placid atitude regarding 
the Russian ultimatum. 
Most of the foreign observers regard 
the situation with far more serious­ 
ness than does Nanking. 
They be­ 
lieve the nationalist 
governm ent 
is 
placing too mirch false reliance in the 
supposed Japanese opposition to any' 
Soviet action in Manchuria, regardless 
of w hat the provocation m ay be.

SEVERAL MEMBERS OF BOARD 
HAVE HAD EXPERIENCE IN 
WHEAT MARKETING

Washington, July 16.—The 
federal 
farm board today turned its attention 
to the most urgent problem awaiting 
its consideration—m ovement 
of 
the 
current wheat crop, which already 
filling storage bins at farm s and ex 
port centers alike. 
Selection of the eighth m ember 
of 
the board, the 
spokesm an 
for 
tin: 
w heat producers and m arketing inter 
ests, is expected today or tomorrow 
Completion of the board’s personnel 
will enab^? the new 
adm inistrative 
agency to immediately lay down its 
program for the next: two months. 
Following the cabinet meeting to­ 
day it was learned the delay in select­ 
ing the eighth m ember will in no wise 
delay any necessary action which the 
situation relative to any crop might 
demand. 
It was pointed out that sev­ 
eral members of the board have had 
experience in w heat m arketing 
and 
th a t the absence of the wheat repre­ 
sentatives does not therefore necessar­ 
ily preclude the possibility of action 
until a decision is reached by Presi­ 
dent Hoover in the m atter 
of 
his 
eighth appointment. 
The second meeting of the board 
today had before it the mid-July crop 
forecast of the departm ent of agricul 
ture, which offered hope of a smaller 
world crop than had been heretofore 
anticipated. 
A world clop 325,000,000 
bushels short of last year’s production 
was declared probable in the depart­ 
m ent’s report. 
“Should the world’s supply turn out 
to be as Indicated, the average prices 
of all classes of wheat in the United 
States would be increased above the 
present levels,” the survey said 
“The price of No. 2 hard winter 
wheat at Kansas City in the past year 
has averaged a little over $1.12 per 
bushel. 
A reduction of about 200,000,- 
000 bushels in the world’s supply might 
be expected to raise this average to 
about $1.30 per bushel, or 
within 
5 
cents of that figure. 
“The world’s area to be harvested 
now semes likely to be no larger than 
last year.” 
A gainst this factor, 
however, 
the 
survey set the present 
large 
carry 
over stocks. 
“The accounted for world’s carry­ 
over of wheat on July I,” the report 
said, “appears to be from approxim ­ 
ately 100,000,000 to 125,OOO,(XX) bushels 
greater 
than 
last 
year, 
when 
It 
am ounted to about 420,000,000 bushels. 
Practically all over the increase is in 
the United States.” 
On the basis of present domestic 
crop forecasts, “corn prices are likely 
to be well maintained until the ap­ 
proach of the new m arketing season 
ne^ct 
fall 
Farm prices of corn at 
the beginning of the new crop year 
may average about 80 cents a bushel, 
while prices of No. 3 yellow corn at

WILL DRIVE OUT MOTHS 


Many housewives when remodeling 
the home insist that the clothes clos­ 
ets be lined with cedar. 
The fragrant odor of cedar is dis­ 
tasteful to moths and they will not 
seek .shelter in closets which are lined 
with this wood. 
Many clothes closets are finished off 
in 
the 
conventional 
white 
plaster 
which, 
while 
looking .sanitary and 
neat, has no real value as a safeguard 
against 
the destruction of clothed. 
Moths, seeking a dark spot where they 
can lay eggs, ate not repelled by the 
ordinary closet. 
In fact It is an invit­ 
ing spot. 
The cost of lining the closet with 
cedar is not excessive. In truth, it Is 
a positive preventative 
against 
the 
destruction of clothes and the cost of 
the work should he regarded as insur­ 
ance. 
A few dollars for lumber and 
the time of a carpenter is the only 
cash outlay. 
Yet hundreds of dollars 
worth of clothes may be saved as the 
result of this expenditure.
